At 
the fame time a Report is current, that the laft Ex- 
prefs from Barcelana brought Orders for Sequeftring 
the Revenues of Ecclefiaftical Benefices in this King- 
dom that are poffefs’d by Forreigners. A new E- 
di@ is publith’d, enjoyning the French that remain’d 
in this City, or who return’d with Pafsports from 
the Emperour’s Minifters, to deparc this Place within 
8 Days, and the Kingdomin 15. King Charles IIL 
has tranfmitced hither a Lift of the Names of 11 
Councellors whom he has appointed to be of the 
Council of St. Clara, inthe Room of thofe whom 
Count Maitinitz had Eftablift’d proviGonally. An 
Englifh Man of Wat of 60 Guns ‘s arriv’d here 
from Barcelona, with Difpatches from the King for 
Cardinal Grimani, in a fuppofition that he was al- 
ready come hither to take on him the Dignity of 
Viceroy. Count Thaun has fent them by a Courier 
to bis Eminency at Rome. On this Man of War 
we are Shipping 1500 Barrils of Powder, which his 
Catholik Majefty has defir'd of this City, to be 
tranfported to Catalonia. General Caraffa is gone 
from hence to command the Horfe that are on the 
March into Calabria, to cover that Country as well 
from the Attempts of the Sicilians, as of the Cor- 
fairs of Barbary. M. Villet Collonel of Horfe, 
who commanded in Pefcara under the Duke d’ Arri, 
having made his Efcape with 7 Officers of his Re- 
giment and Collonel Cordua who were kept Priio- 
ners of War in Salerno, they were difcover’d by a 
Troop of Horfe detach’d after them, in a Caftle on 
the Coaft where they had hid themfelves, defigning 
to pafs over by Sea to Sicily: They are put into the 
Caftle del Ovo in this City, and with them the Ma- 
tiners, that had engag’d.to tranfport them to Sicily. 
Tis faid Cardinal Grimani will not come to take 
Poffeffion of this Viceroyalty till the Emperour has 
nominated fome other Minifter to refide in his ftead 
at Rome, and till K. Charles has appointed a General 
to command the Forces of this Kingdom in the 
Room of Count Thaun, whofe Equipages are get- 
ting ready againft his Departure from hence. 
From the Amft. and Bruff. Gaz. dated May 11 & 15. 
_Naples, April 17. Count Thaun our Viceroy ha- 
ving fent Order to the Towns of Calabria, to pro- 
vide Quarters and Subfiftance for theGerman Troops 
that are marching thither to oppofe any Defcent 
which either ihe Turks or Sicilians may attempt to 
make, the Magiftrates of thofe Towns have fent a 
Remerfiraice to his Excellency, that the Country is 
In no Condition to furnith Subfiftance to thofe 
Troops, and therefore intreat they may be quarter’d 
1 other more commodious Parts of the Kingdom ; 
affuring bim that all their Inhabtants have pro- 
vided themfelves with Arms, in order to affift the 
arrifons of the Forts on the Coafts in defending 
them again all Enterprizes of the Enemy. Depu- 
ues from the City of Capua are come hither, to 
complain co Count Thaun of the Diforders commit- 
ted by the German Troops garrifon’d there, and to 
defire Redrefs.
